The efforts now being made by 
Mayor Harper to bring to a suc¬ 
cessful termination the gas ques¬ 
tion now confronting the city au¬ 
thorities, should receive the hearty 
support of all our people.

Whatever may be the Bentlment of 
the uiuiulaad relative to the existing 
Japanese war scare and the recom¬ 
mendation of the president that the 
Japanese he admitted to citizenship, 
the people of the Hawaiian Islands re¬ 
gard the present situation us exceed¬ 
ingly grave and, furthermore, view with 
the keenest alarm the future of Ha 
wall in event of the president's recom¬ 
mendation licing euncted by congress, 
writes a Honolulu correspondent of the 
New York Herald. 

Notwlthstnc Hug denials from Wash¬ 
ington, the 11 ....or still prevails ut Hon¬ 
olulu that tv. i regiments of Japanese 
veterans, fully officered from colonel 
down, are in and about Honolulu wait¬ 
ing 'the slgual to take possession of 
that city. No outward evidence of such 
military organization is given, but ths 
secret ageuts of the Unite<^8tatcs gov¬ 
ernment have obtained details that 
caused them to cable the Information 
to Washington. 

The members of these regiments are 
working In various capacities In and 
about the city. A very significant fact 
has been observed about the charactei 
of the Japanese who have beeik coming 
to Honolulu lately from Japan. It has 
been noticed that the recent arrivals 
have been a hardier and better set up 
class of men than those who formerly 
came. Many of them have been wear¬ 
ing their war medals, and this display 
of war records has been especially 
noted by observers. The local newspa 
pern are treating the situation as one 
that is much more grave than the av 
erage person realizes. In this connec¬ 
tion It Is urged that I he territorial nu 
thorltlcs do uothlug for the present 
thnt will nronse the resentment of the 
Japanese. 

It Is believed that not a little of the 
feeling In Jnpan against America was 
due to tlie manner of treating various 
Japanese In Hnwnll under the territo¬ 
rial laws nnd regulations. Japanese doc 
tors have been refused licenses to prac¬ 
tice unless they could take the exami¬ 
nations In the English language. Jnp 
anese hack drivers were regulated 
against by the legislature, and other 
efforts were made by the lawmakers 
to preveut the Japanese competing with 
citizens In various occupations and 
businesses. Prnctlcnlly all of these ef 
forts wore made In violation of treaty 
right*. 

The residence of the Japanese in the 
Hawnlinn Islands has developed one 
fact most positively, a fact that If 
being urged as the most mnterlal con 
alderotton against his being natural 
lied. Thla Is the nonnsslmllatlre char 
actor of the race. The Hnwatians are 
among the moot open hearted, hoeplta 
ble people in the world. They are 
reedy to receive almost any race, with 
the exception of the negro, upon friend¬ 
ly terms. The Chinese have In numer¬ 
ous Instances shown that they could 
and would profit by this feeling aud 
have taken natlvea, among the lowei 
classes ns a rule, for wives. But not so 
the Japanese.

The Russian newspapers are taking 
advantage of the recruiting season to 
attack -the stupid manner in which re¬ 
cruits ifye trained, writes Robert ,Oco- 
Eler Long, the St. 1’etersburg corres¬ 
pondent of the New York American 
and Journal. This training Is modeled 
on the saying of the late General Dra- 
gomlrniT that the duty of a soldier la 
to kill, not to thiuk.

The bill for appropriations for 
Hie rivers and harbors throughout 
the country has passed the House 
of Representatives, and will doubt¬ 
less eventually become a law.

judicious appropriations for the 
public highways of the country 
would yield even greater returns 
proportionately than those pro¬ 
duced in the improvements of our 
various waterways. 

Shortly after the foundation of 
the government, the statesmen of 
the old school recognized the fact 
that there were no improvements 
equal to those to be secured by 
good roads and as a result, what 
at that time were large appropria¬ 
tions were made for the purpose, 
and the old National Road from 
Cumberland is an enduring monu¬ 
ment to the wisdom of such ex- 
Denditures.

relation to this important subject 
to the end that there may be the 
highest possible development of 
the public road system in this 
country.

Mart: Twain ini an installment of hla

Forerunner of Christ. 

In the play us produced ^it the Metro¬ 
politan Ope-n House, then, we have 
Salome demanding of Herod the head 
of John the Baptlnt. the man who 
prophesied the coming of the Messiah. 

She demands It beenuse she has made 
love to him and he has repulsed her. 

John the Baptist was one of the most 
Important characters In the Bible. He 
was the forerunner of Christ. Mor* 
than that, he wns a second cousin of 
Cbflst. 

Vet here we have In the closing scene, 
ns Mine. Olive Fremstad plays the role. 
Salome receiving the severed and bleed¬ 
ing head of this sacred prophet, fon¬ 
dling It, kissing Its lips and thus mak¬ 
ing a scene which caused many women 
In the audience to retire to the cloak¬ 
rooms in disgust. Horribly realistic, a 
papier mnche head Is banded to the 
singer and actress and Is displayed for 
about twenty minutes. 

This Is the supreme affront of the 
opera • Salome" to Christian people, fol¬ 
lowing. as It does, the notorious “Dance 
of the Seven Veils” and tho farther 
exhibitions of degeneracy throughout 
tho play. If you saw the oriental 
dances Introduced Into America by 
Gaston Akoun fourteen years ago on 
the Midway plalsance at the Chicago 
World's fair you saw something like 
the dance In "Salome." Mme. From 
stad did not perform this dance. It 
would have been physically Impossible 
for her to have done It and the stag, 
ing. Mme. Blauca Froellch, a clever 
dancer, was cleverly substituted for 
that strenuous performance. This Is 
what Mine. Froellch herself says of the 
dance: , 

' ll Is symbolic trad eastern. It Is 
nothing lint a danse du ventre. As 
given in Kurnpt* It was ten, times as 
sensational as It Is here." 

The danse du ventre. It will be re¬ 
membered. wns popularly called the 
■'hootchle cootchle" at Chicago. Pro 
test against it has stirred the public In 
connection with every American ex¬ 
position since the one nt Chicago. 

A Candid Opinion. 

Mine, Fremstad, who sings the part 
of Salome, talks candidly about It. 

"We all realize that the theme Is re¬ 
volting," she says. “Certainly it Ir 
not 'I’nrslful.' But 1 am concerned In 
the art of It. Kven In the opera Sa¬ 
lome Is the worst sort of degenerate, 
but Strauss makes something more of 
her at the last, where she gets her Idea 
of what love menus. Her Instinct to¬ 
ward good comes Into play when she 
secs the head before her. Her feeling 
Is partly passionate anil partly Ideal.” 

This view of the character may go 
for what It Is worth. Opera artists 
have viewpoints quite removed from 
those of the average Individual. 

According to Herr Courted, the pr^. 
din t Ion of “Salome" Is o great flftistlc - 
achievement. The world of music, Ir 
In sanl holds this to he perhaps the 
most liui'ortiiut music dm mu sloe* 
Wagner. It has been produced I'rf 
many of the Kuropean cities, notably 
nt the royal opera houses of Berlin 
and Dresden, and at Milan and Turin, 
and Is now in rehearsal at Vienna and 
Paris. 

Carl Hurrlnn, who sings the role of 
Herod, says: “In Germany there Is no 
feeling about It. Young girls go to 
this opera and enjoy It. It wus played 
there quite ns realistically ns In Atner 
lea. 1 ,i*i them shorten the disagreeable 
part and make the scene with the head 
less repulsive Fit It to people's Ideas. 

I think the directors should take the 
middle ground. Simply make It lese 
repulsive. It should ho softened.” 

So here we have views of the leading 
singers and actors tliemselvcs, each of 
whom out of his own mouth condemns 
the piece acconllug to the American 
notion of propriety. 

One more statement from the pro¬ 
jectors of this operatic sensation may 
be quoted. Says tho business manager 
of the opera house, "The only religious 
personage In the work, John the Bap 
tint. Is treated with the utmost dignity 
and reverence." 

This looks to be quite the most re- * 
markable view of them ull. 

Musical World Divided h Its View. 

The Htrniiss music Is In Itself a sen¬ 
sation. The musical world Is divided 
as to Its value. Some bold that If 
this sort of thing prevails and goes 
under the name of music, then the, 
splendid art of music Is doomed. Oth¬ 
ers proclaim the Strauss "8alome“ u 
magnificent triumph, a revolution In 
the forward development of mualc. As 
a matter of fact, the general public 
must take it for grauted either way.

Tills Is tho only loophole of escupe for 
Strauss, In thu opinion of many who 
have heard Ills “Salome.” No one do 
nice, however, Uiut tin* composer has 
Interpreted with most amazing and 
audacious fidelity tho meanings of O* 
cat* Wilde, word foreword.

In the sixth chapter of Mark the 
story Is told with a little mure detail. 
The nuine of ISiiloiue Is not mentioned 
at all. For that we must turn to sec¬ 
ular history. We find that Salome 
wtiM the daughter of Philip nml Ilero- 
dlus. Philip wns the half brother of 
Herod Antlpas, the Herod mimed la 
the passage quoted. This Herod un¬ 
lawfully married his brother's wife, 
who deserted Philip for him. Salome 
became the wife of her half uncle, also 
named Philip, a half brother of her 
father Philip. This second Philip was 
said to be the decentest of the whole 
tribe of Herods. He did some respec¬ 
table things, which cannot be said for 
the rest of them, who were In very 
truth a miserable lot of human beasts. 
Salome's husband died In tho year 34 
A. D„ at Bethsaldu, which place he 
bad made Into u city. So far as his¬ 
tory records, Salome was a decent, 
well disposed woman as things went 
In those days. 

Now, what doe* Oscar Wild© make 
of Salome? Verily the most hideously 
depraved femulo wretch In tho chron¬ 
icles of fnct or llctlon, a physical trad 
moral degenerate of the lowest type, a 
revolting anti disgusting wotnaiv* 

Dnimutlsts are not supposed to stick 
to sober fact oven when writing his¬ 
torical pluys. Nobody oxiwcts that. 
Fault Is not to lie found with Wilde 
for Imagining things to strengthen his 
dramatic theme. Ills fault lies In tiio 
things lie Imagined. Of tlieso one need 
not speak further. 

The dramatist makes Balomo herself 
responsible for the beheading of John 
the Baptist rather than lior mother, 
who brought about the prophet's death 
by way of revenge for hi* oppoaltion 
to her unholy alliance with Herod. 
He makes Herod In love with Salome 


duct* the ti|u*nt at sonic* other Now 
York house anil In several other Ameri¬ 
can cities, but It appears that so fur 
ns the Metropolitan Is concerned “Sa¬ 
lome" It* taboo. 

Practically all the New York news 
papers pronounced the opera an un¬ 
speakable exhibition of degeneracy. 
Private citizens likewise excoriated It 
lu the press But the fact that these 
rich opera house owners Bet their ban 
against the production, though the flrqt 
night’s receipts were above $20,000, Is 
highly significant. Nothing like that 
ever before happened In this country. 

To quote n familiar advertising line, 
“there’s u reason." No matter what 
may be one's Individual uttltude In re 
gard to urt In poetry and music, “Sa¬ 
lome” ns played and sung by Herr 
Conrlcd's artists Is Inevitably offen¬ 
sive and shocking to the average per¬ 
son. It Is calculated to offend con¬ 
ventional senses of propriety, whether 
one be religious In the orthodox inclin¬ 
ing or noL And for one who rever¬ 
ences the Bible anil biblical characters 
“Salome" J* an affront to the very soul 
of sanctity. 

Oscur Wilde wrote the wdrds of this 
ptuy. He wrote It In French ub n oua 
■ct drama It was translated Into 
English by Lord Alfred Douglas, bosom 
friend of Wilde. Sarah Bernhardt was 
prohibited from playing It In England 
by tho operation of a law In that coun¬ 
try against the production of playH con¬ 
taining scenes from the Bible. 

Perversion of Bible Scenes. 

Bat. strictly speaking, “Salome” a* 
conceived by Wlldo Is not rosily a pop 
trayal of Bible scenes. It Is n perver¬ 
sion of them.

TWAIN AS A DUELIST, 


Bow « Tiny Bird Made Mark's Op- 
pournl Decline an Encounter. 

Marie Twain in an iuntallment of hi* 
autobiography In the North American 
Review for December gives bis experi- 
snee* as u duelist In his early Journal* 
istlc (lays iu Nevada. He describes 
the' preparations made for a duel be¬ 
tween him and a Mr. Laird, proprietor 
af the Virginia Union, as follows: 

“The boys were Jubilant beyond ex¬ 
pression. They helped me make my 
will. Then they took me home. I 
didn’t sleep any—didn’t want to sleep. 

1 had plenty of things to think about 
and less than four hours to do It In. 
because 5 o’clock was the hour ap¬ 
pointed for the tragedy, and I should 
have to use up one hour—beginning at 
4—In practicing with the revolver and I 
finding out which end of It to level at 
the adversary. At 4 we went down 
Into* little gorge about a mile from 
town and borrowed a bam door for a 
mark—borrowed it of a man who was 
over In California on a visit—and we 
set the barn door up and stood a fence 
rail up agalust the middle of It to rep¬ 
resent Mr. Laird

Mark Twain said this as he lounged 
on the keyboard dHls In the telharmonl- 
uni music room In upper Broadway, 
New York, swinging his legs, the other 
afternoon, says the New York Times.

“You see. Dread about this in the

“When I lived up In Hartford, I was 
the very first man in that part of New 
England at least to put lu a telephone, 
but It was constantly getting me Into 
trouble because of the things I said 
carelessly. And the family were all so 
thoughtless! One (lay wheu I was In 
the garden, tlfty feet front the house, 
somebody on the long distance wire 
who was publishing n story of mine 
wanted to get the title. 

“Well, tlie title was the first sen¬ 
tence. 'Tell h|in to go to hell.’ Before 
my daughter got It through the wire 
and through him there was a perfect 
eruption of profanity lu that region. 
All New England seemed to he listen- | 
Ing lu. and each time my (lunghter re¬ 
pented It she dhl so with rising empha¬ 
sis U was.awful. I broke Into a cold 
persplnitiou and. while the neighbor¬ 
hood rung with It, rushed In and Im¬ 
plored her to desist. But she would 
have the last word, and It was ‘hell’ 
■ure enough every time. 

“Soon nft’er 1 moved to New York. 
Perhaps that had somuthlng to do with 
my moving. When I got here and ask¬ 
ed for a fireproof telephone, the com¬ 
pany sent up a man to me. 1 opened 
up all my troubles to blip, but he 
laughed and said It was all right In 
New York.

Yet here we have In the closing scene, 
ns Mine. Olive Kremstad plays the role, 
Salome receiving the severed and bleed¬ 
ing head of this sacred prophet, fon¬ 
dling It. kissing Its lips and thus mak¬ 
ing a scene which caused many women 
In the audience to retire to the cloak¬ 
rooms In disgust. Horribly realistic, a 
papier macho head Is banded to the 
singer und actress and Is displayed for 
about twenty minutes. 

This Is the supreme nffront of the 
opera "Salome” to Christian people, fol¬ 
lowing. as !i does, the notorious “Dance 
of the Seven Yells" and the farther 
exhibitions of dogenorncy throughout 
the pluy. If you saw the oriental 
dauces Introduced Into America by 
Gaston Akoun fourteen years ago on 
the Midway plalsanee at the Chicago 
World's fair you saw something like 
the dance In ‘‘Salome." Mme. Freni 
stad did not perform this dance. It 
would have been physically Impossible 
for her to have done It and the sing 
lug. Mme. Blaucn Froelich, a clever 
dancer, was cleverly substituted for 
that strenuous performance. This Is 
what Mine. Froelich herself says of thi 
dance. , 

"It Is symbolic and eastern. It Is 
nolhlng Ind a danse du ventre.

A Candid Opinion. 

Mme. F reins tad, who sings the part 
of Salome, talks candidly about it. 

“We all realize that the theme Is re 
volt lug," she says.

But 1 uni concerned In 
the art of It. Even In the opera Sa¬ 
lome Is the worst sort of degenerate, 
but Strauss makes something more of 
her at the last, where she gets her Idea 
of what love means.

Is partly passionate and partly Ideal." 

Tills view of the character may go 
for what It Is worth. Opera artists 
have viewpoints quite removed from 
those of the average Individual. 

According to Ilerr Courted, the pre, 
dm )ion of “Salome" Is a great itrOutlc’ 
achievement. The world of mnnlc, |r 
Is said bolds this to lie perhaps the 
most Important music drama sloe* 
Wagner It has lieeu produced Itf 
many of the European cities, notably 
at the royal opera houses of Berlin 
I and Dresden. and at Milan and Turin, 
and is now In rehearsal nt Vienna aud 
Purls. 

•‘arl llurrlnn. who slngH the role of 
Herod, says “in Germany there Is no 
feeling about It. Young glrlH go to 
tills opera and enjoy It. It was played 
then* quite ns realistically ns In Amer¬ 
ica. I.ot them shorten the disagreeable 
purl and make the scene with the head 
less repulsive Fit It to people's Ideas. 

I I 111 uk Ihe directors should take the 
middle ground. Nlniply make It leas 
repulsive. It should bo softened." 

So here we have views of the leading 
singers und actors themselves, each of 
whom out of his own mouth condemns 
the piece according to the American 
notion of propriety. 

One more statement from the pro¬ 
jectors of this operatic sensation may 
he quoted. Says the business manager 
of the operu house. "The ouly religious 
personage In the work, John the Bap¬ 
tist, Is treated with the utmost dignity 
and reverence." 

This looks to be quite the moat re- • 
markable view of them all. 

Musical World Divided b Its View. 

The StrnuBs music Is In Itself a sen 
nation. The musical world Is divided 
as to Its value. Home hold «t If 
this sort of thing prevails and goes 
under the name of music, then the 
splendid urt of music Is doomed. Oth¬ 
ers proclaim the Strauss "Salome" a 
magnificent triumph, a revolution In 
the forward development of mnslc.

U NQUESTIONABLY the most 
vivid and vital opera sensation 
ever known In the United 
States Is now raging In New 
York and rapidly spreading to the rest 
of operatic America.

Au English engineer, while stopping 
la New York on his way from Tokyo 
to London aud who for the last three 
years bus enjoyed peculiar opportuni¬ 
ties for observation by virtue of his 
business relations with the Japanese 
Mar office, recently gave to a reporter 
of the New York 8un some facta con¬ 
cerning Japan’s reserve war strength 
lu terms of arsenal and shipyard pro¬ 
duction. 

Since the war, he said, the war office 
in Tokyo haa been as chary of admit¬ 
ting foreigners to knowledge of what 
was being done in the manufacture of 
war material as It was during the 
struggle. Outside of possible informa¬ 
tion gathered by the secret agents of 
the European war offices, the world at 
largq has uo conception of the high 
[ir^ssure work that Is going on In all 
the war factories of Japun, nor Is any¬ 
thing known of the facilities these fac¬ 
tories possess for scientific production 
of Instruments of war. 

Japun has two military arsenals em¬ 
ploying approximately 50.000 work¬ 
men. These arsenals have extra night 
shifts, and at times they arc run week 
In and week out continuously. The 
empire o|>emteH four shipyards und 
naval arsenals. In two of them bat¬ 
tleships have lieen built and are now 
building. Aside from these there are 
government steel works for the pro¬ 
duction of armor plate and material 
for big guns, a government powder 
factory and two auxiliary private ship¬ 
yards and drydooks capable of being 
used for war parishes within twenty- 
four hours. 

This lu the muss is the potential war 
equipment of Jnpnn. Throughout all of 
the works there Ib at present uot one 
foreigner, either teacher or workman. 
The gates are closed to every Japanese 
who Is not In the employ of the govern- 
niebt. The navy yards at Kure, on the 
Inland sea. are the largest and best 
equipped In Japan. There are between 
85,000 and 80,000 machinists, artisans 
and laborers living there. Admiral 
YamagucM Is commander of the kure 
naval station. At Kure there are four 
drydoeks capable of receiving a battle¬ 
ship of the first class, a complete ship¬ 
building plant apd a uavaj arsenal for 
the manufacture of big guns. The dry- 
docks are of the latest pattern, equip¬ 
ped with pumps of the largest capacity 
and cement lined throughout. It Is 
here that several of the captured Rus¬ 
sian ships which were raised at Part 
Arthur have been completely recon¬ 
structed and placed In commission. 

The Kure shipbuilding plant Is fitted 
almost entirely with English machin¬ 
ery, Ttao keel of a battleship can be 
laid down at Kure and the whole ves- 
ael built with no Importation either of 
machinery or of armament, t’p to a 
•recent time the Kure yards laid Itecn 
supplied with armor plate from Eng 
land and American mills.
